DANVILLE — A gunman 
who killed three people 
Friday at a Danville business 
remained at large Tuesday, 
while friends and family 
mourned two of the victims 
— a couple who lived in 
Stanford — at a visitation in 
Somerset. 

At about 9 a.m. Friday, an 
unknown suspect robbed and 
killed Mike and Angela 
Hockensmith of Stanford — 
owners of ABC Gold, 
Games and More — along 
with Daniel P. Smith, a buyer 
and seller of gold and pre¬ 
cious metals who visited the 
store regularly. 

The robbery was reported 
by the Hockensmiths’ 9- 
year-old son, who was at the 
store along with the couple’s 
14-month-old daughter.

The couple had owned the 
business only a few months. 
Angela home-schooled and 
often brought the two chil¬ 
dren with her to the store. 

The couple “were very 
dedicated to serving others,” 
said Brett Benton, pastor at 
Mitchellsburg Baptist 
Church, where Mike 
Hockensmith had recently 
become the youth minister. 
He described the couple as 
having a lot of energy and 
being focused on serving. 

“They both loved their 
kids so much,” Benton said. 
“They were full of love, full 
of energy. They put that 
toward working with others 


and working for others.” 

The Hockensmith’s chil¬ 
dren have been placed with 
their grandparents following 
the shootings. 

Police have been search¬ 


ing for whoever committed 
the murders without the 
assistance of any surveil¬ 
lance footage of the crimes. 

Steve Divine, a family 
friend of the Hockensmiths 


and co-owner of the busi¬ 
ness, said the store had cam¬ 
eras, but the previous busi¬ 
ness owner had removed the 
recording equipment when 
he left and they had been 


unable to buy more since 
purchasing the shop a few 
months ago. 

Divine said he believes 
Smith may have been the 
primary target of the rob¬ 
bery, as he was thought to 
carry large sums of money. 

The unknown suspect is 
now being described as a 
white male; 40 to 50 years 
old; with a stocky build, pos¬ 
sibly having a pot belly; and 
a dingy gray or yellow 
beard. Witnesses believe he 
may have been wearing dark 
black sunglasses and a green 
Army jacket. Danville Police 
Chief Tony Gray explained 
that the description was a 
collaboration of multiple 
witnesses. 

According to Gray, the 
suspect may have gotten 
away in a newer model gray 
or silver van, which had 
been backed into the alley 
leading to the drive-thru of 
Rainbow Cleaners. It

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‘Grounded’ celebrates farm life, 
returning to family roots

STANFORD — Angela 
Correll is already a woman 
of many hats: farmer, colum¬ 
nist, restaurant partner, busi¬ 
ness owner, historical preser¬ 
vationist, sustainability 
advocate and post-graduate 
degree-holder, to name a 
few. 

Now, she can add "pub¬ 
lished author" to her hat-rack 
— if there’s any space left. 

Correll’s first novel, 
"Grounded," was released 
this month in bookstores and 


online, and has so far it has 
received largely positive 
reviews. 

The novel tells the story of 
a world-traveling flight 
attendant who winds up 
returning to her rural roots 
and reconnecting with fami¬ 
ly members. 

Correll said the seeds of 
what would eventually turn 
into her novel were planted 
15 years ago, after she 
moved from Lexington to 
Stanford, returning to a rural

Lebanon pastor recalls happy 
memories of couple slain Friday

There’s a surprising grace 
that falls our way whenever 
someone unexpectedly sings 
a beautiful song. 

It was a Susan Boyle 
moment whenever Angela 
Hockensmith began her solo 
in our church one Sunday 
morning. I could sense peo¬ 
ple looking wide eyed at 
each other. Like me, they 
were silently saying, “I did¬ 
n’t know she could sing like 
that.” 

Usually Angela sat with 
her husband, Michael, and 
8-year-old son Andrew and 
not in the choir. I suppose 
that’s why my mouth 
dropped when she began 
singing: I had no inkling she 
even had an interest in 


music. Thankfully, our 
music minister did. 

After her musical debut, 
the choir latched on to 
Angela and held her tightly; 
they weren’t about to let her 
return to her former perch in 
the pew. I could sometimes 
hear her voice rise above the 
others and I would break out 
in a satisfied smile, like I do 
when smelling coffee brew¬ 
ing or a rose blooming. 

Because Michael worked 
in Danville, the 
Hockensmiths usually would 
arrive late for Wednesday 
night prayer meeting in 
Lebanon. But once there, 
they were all there. Andrew 
would be talking to anyone 
who would listen when 
Angela would take him gen¬ 
tly by the hand and guide 
him to the children’s activi¬ 


ties. 

Then Michael and Angela 
would sit together. Michael 
would always have his Bible 
in hand, looking up every 
passage of Scripture men¬ 
tioned in Bible study. 

Angela often would 
request prayer, usually for 
someone else. The only time 
I recall her asking for them¬ 
selves was when they need¬ 
ed a car. Several weeks later, 
we rejoiced with them when 
they reported that God had 
provided a way for them to 
have an automobile. 

We prayed for Angela 
throughout her pregnancy 
and celebrated with them 
when Naomi Grace was 
bom. 

And then they left as 
unobtmsively as they had 
arrived. 

“We need to live near 
Danville so I can be closer 
to the pawn shop,” he men¬ 
tioned to me one Wednesday 
evening after prayer meet¬ 


ing. 

Months passed. 

Then, I received a text 
message from my wife dur¬ 
ing her lunch break, inform¬ 
ing me that there had been a 
shooting at a pawn shop in 
Danville. I didn’t think of 
Michael or the fact that he 
had become part owner of 
the pawn shop where he 
worked. 

I wondered what went 
through his mind when the 
shooter lifted his gun in 
Micheal’s direction, seconds 
before he and Angela were 
murdered. 

I was told Angela begged 
for the safety of her little 
ones. 

Naomi Grace was 
unharmed. 

Little Andrew made the 
911 call. 

Shaking my head in disbe¬ 
lief, I thought of the 12 peo¬ 
ple killed in Washington’s 
Naval Yard, the 68 or more 
killed and 175 injured in the 


shopping mall in Kenya, the 
1,429 reportedly murdered 
by chemical weapons in 
Syria, the 78 Christians 
killed in their church by a 
suicide bomber in Pakistan. 

I asked myself, “Has the 
world gone crazy?” 

No, the world hasn’t gone 
crazy. 

It’s always been that way. 
We’ve only made our instru¬ 
ments of violence more 
deadly, more prolific and 
more accessible. 

I wish we could unravel 
the violent mess we find 
ourselves in, not only as 
individuals but as nations. Is 
it possible to go back to a 
more peaceful, nonviolent 
time? I doubt it. 

All I know to do now is 
keep praying and working 
for peace, and yearning for a 
day, someday, when “they 
shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears 
into pruning hooks (and) 
nation shall not lift up sword 


against nation, neither shall 
they learn war anymore.” 

I recall the last solo I 
heard Angela sing in our 
congregation before they 
moved to Danville. It was 
the entitled (prophetically? 
ironically?) “Alive.” 

“Alive, alive,” she sang in 
melodious tones I thought 
surely fell from heaven. 
“Look what Mercy’s over¬ 
come/ Death has lost and 
Love has won!” 

Murderers can’t kill what 
cannot die. 

In that millisecond 
between the time the bullet 
left the gun barrel and 
entered her body, perhaps, 
just perhaps — a song rose 
from Angela’s heart and 
ascended to the heavens. 

And then settled there. 
Forever.

NRA is right: lunatics' 
should be locked up 


Captive to the gun lobby and 
incapable of enacting even mod¬ 
est gun controls favored by large 
majorities of Americans, 
Congress should bite the bullet, 
so to speak, and put Wayne 
LaPierre in charge of sorting the 
populace into ’’good guys with 
guns” and "lunatics" who should 
be "committed." 

Those are terms the National 
Rifle Association’s head bran¬ 
dished Sunday on NBC’s Meet 
the Press. LaPierre was explain¬ 
ing yet again why making 
firearms harder to get would be a 
mistake in a country that each 
year buries 32,000 gun victims, a 
death toll that’s rising even as 
crime rates decline. 

"We have no national database 
of these lunatics," said LaPierre, 
referring to the mentally ill mili¬ 
tary contractor who was killed 
after shooting 12 workers at the 
Navy Yard in Washington. 

Without such a database, 
LaPierre said, would-be mass 
shooters zip through background 
checks, even if, as was the case 
with Aaron Alexis when he 
bought the shotgun he used at 
the Navy Yard, they are hearing 
voices. 

(A gun control law probably 
saved some lives at the Navy 
Yard. Alexis was turned down 
when he tried to buy an assault 
weapon, not because he thought 
someone was trying to shoot 
microwaves into his head but 
because Virginia does not allow 
the sale of such weapons to resi¬ 
dents of other states.) 

LaPierre, who said the answer 
is more "good guys with guns" 
and tighter security, also said, 
"We have a mental-health system 
in this country that has complete¬ 
ly and totally collapsed." 

Although LaPierre seems to 
think the main function of a 
mental-health system is "com¬ 
mitting" the criminally insane 
before they strike, he does have 
a point. 

States have reduced mental- 
health budgets by $4 billion in 
recent years. The 10 percent 
across-the-board cuts required by 
the sequester, the result of anoth¬ 


er congressional failure, are dev¬ 
astating already struggling men¬ 
tal-health programs, says Mental 
Health America, the non-profit 
formerly known as the National 
Mental Health Association. 

Of course, most mentally ill 
people are a much greater danger 
to themselves than to anyone 
else and will never commit any 
violent crime, much less a mass 
shooting. 

However, undiagnosed and 
untreated mental illness has been 
at the root of recent gun mas¬ 
sacres, including at Sandy Hook 
Elementary; the Aurora, Colo., 
movie theater, and Virginia Tech. 

So, let LaPierre isolate the 
"lunatics" among us — without 
violating anyone’s constitutional 
right to due process, of course — 
and perhaps the gun lobby won’t 
be embarrassed as often by these 
highly publicized mass shoot¬ 
ings. 

And, hey, no one pays much 
attention to the routine, everyday 
gun violence, the kind that takes 
out one or two or three people at 
a time. That’s just the back¬ 
ground noise of American life. 

A British journalist recently 
ran the numbers and reported 
that more Americans lost their 
lives to firearms in just the past 
45 years than in all the wars the 
United States has ever fought, 
dating back to the Revolution of 
’76. 

We’re waging war on our¬ 
selves. 

More guns won’t make us 
safer in this war. More guns just 
make us more likely to be killed 
by a gun, as a study published 
last week in the American 
Journal of Medicine illustrates. 

Researchers found that the 
United States, with the most 
guns per capita in the world, has 
the highest rate of deaths from 
firearms. Japan, which has the 
fewest guns per capita, has the 
lowest death rate. 

Lawmakers at federal and state 
levels could start saving lives by 
balancing rights with reasonable 
restrictions on access to guns. 

They won’t do it, though, until 
their constituents demand it. 
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5th-grader was right to write about God 


If you ask a class of 5th graders to 
write about someone they “look up 
to,” don’t be shocked when at least 
one of them decides to write about 
God. 

That’s exactly what happened in 
Millington, Tennessee earlier this 
month when 10-year-old Erin selected 
God as her idol because, as she 
explained, “He is the reason I am on 
this earth.” 

A red flag went up for Erin’s 
teacher who told the student she 
couldn’t pick God and directed her to 
choose someone else. 

Erin, who sounds like a very good 
little girl, complied and picked 
Michael Jackson, a choice acceptable 
to the teacher. 

Not surprisingly, Erin’s mother was 
upset by the message the teacher was 
sending to Erin and the other kids 
about not expressing their faith in 
class. 

After the mother went public with 
the story, the “God is my idol” contro¬ 
versy circled the globe with tweets in 
multiple languages. 

Another black eye for public 
schools. 

What’s significant about this inci¬ 
dent — and why I’m giving it even 
more attention — is what happened 
next: The school district immediately 
recognized that the teacher had made 
the wrong decision. In a meeting with 
the family, school officials, including 
the teacher, apologized and acknowl¬ 
edged that Erin has the right to write 
about God.

FIRST AMENDMENT

Under current law, as explained in 
the U.S. Department of Education 
guidelines, “students may express 
their beliefs about religion in the form 
of homework, artwork and other writ¬ 
ten and oral assignments free of dis¬ 
crimination based on the religious 
content of their submissions.” 

Of course, students attending public 
schools can’t take over classrooms by 
delivering sermons or leading class¬ 
mates in prayer. But if student speech 
meets the requirements of the assign¬ 
ment — and Erin’s clearly did — stu¬ 
dents are free to express their reli¬ 
gious or non-religious views. 

The Tennessee school district’s 
quick response in support of Erin is in 
sharp contrast to how a number of 
other schools have handled these con¬ 
flicts in a string of high-profile cases 
over the past decade. 

Who can forget, for example, the 
school district in New Jersey that 
went to court to defend their decision 
to keep a second-grade child from 
singing “Awesome God” at her 
school’s talent show? 

In 2006, a court ruled that the 
school district was wrong to censor 
the child. But the damage had been 
done, illustrating how one bad stoiy 


can create the false impression that 
all public schools are hostile to reli¬ 
gion. 

Fortunately, a growing number of 
schools are getting the message that 
the First Amendment doesn’t man¬ 
date a religion-free zone in public 
schools. School officials today are far 
more likely to support the religious 
liberty rights of students — and cor¬ 
rect teachers when mistakes are 
made. 

But what’s still missing in many 
districts is in-service training that 
informs teachers about current law 
under the First Amendment. As an 
attorney friend of mine likes to say, 
the time to buy the fire truck is before 
the fire. 

Erin’s teacher later admitted that 
she was confused about what the law 
required — and nervous about allow¬ 
ing God-talk in a public school class¬ 
room. 

Conflicts and controversies like 
this can be avoided if school districts 
make sure that all teachers under¬ 
stand the difference between school 
speech promoting religion, which the 
Establishment clause of the First 
Amendment prohibits, and student 
religious expression, which the Free 
Exercise and Free Speech clauses 
protect. 

In other words, little Erin is not the 
government. If God is her idol, she 
has every right to say so.

events taking place along the 
Depot Street hill instead of on 
Main Street. 

Only the Friday-night 
motorcycle cruise-in and 
Saturday-afternoon grand 
parade took place on Main 
Street, and Swett said festival 
planners would like to further 
consolidate activities in one 
place so no event feels "out of 
sight, out of mind." 

"I thought it worked out 
very well," he said. "We had 
very few people say they 
would rather see it on Main 
Street." 


One advantage of the dif¬ 
ferent layout was that music 
from the main stage at the 
bottom of the hill carried up 
and across the entire festival 
area. "It was like an 
amphitheater," Swett said. 

Last year, organizers said 
the festival attracted a record 
6,000 attendees and raised 
$4,000 for the city’s arts pro¬ 
gram — numbers that were 
not matched this year. Swett 
said rainy conditions for the 
first part of Saturday could 
have had a much worse 
impact on attendance than 
they ultimately did. 

"Even though the weather 
played havoc, I think it was a 


success," he said. 

The future of the festival 
was in doubt earlier this year, 
as Stanford City Council sup¬ 
port waned for funding of the 
city’s arts program. 

Council members voted for 
a budget that eliminates 
Swett’s paid position as arts 
program director now that the 
festival is over, and leaves the 
arts program dependent on 
only revenue it can generate 
itself. 

At a June meeting of festi¬ 
val planners, Stanford Mayor 
Bill Miracle said the budget 
cuts were necessary to pre¬ 
vent city council members 
from pushing to eliminate the 


program entirely. 

"If it is at least carrying its 
own weight and not losing 
money every year, I don’t 
know any council member 
that could justify doing away 
with the program," Miracle 
said at the time. "I think we 
still have enough support — 
even though it’s weakened 
from where it was — I think 
we still have enough support 
on city council to at least 
carry on that way." 

Festival organizers voted at 
that meeting to continue on 
after this year’s festival with¬ 
out Swett at the helm. 

Swett sent a goodbye letter 
to arts program supporters 


Monday, thanking the volun¬ 
teers and supporters who he 
said have made and will con¬ 
tinue to make the arts pro¬ 
gram a success. 

"After I send this message 
today and lock my office, I 
will be retiring," Swett wrote. 
"We started with an empty 
building and have come so 
far ... The volunteers, which 
I hope to be part of, will keep 
the program alive and a lot of 
plans are in the makings." 

Swett went on to thank 
Miracle and council members 
Eddie Carter, Mike 
Southerland, Scottie Ernst 
and Bobby Wilkinson for 
their support of the arts pro¬ 


gram. 

Swett said volunteer plan¬ 
ning for next year’s festival 
will begin in earnest in 
March. 

"Tve heard 99 percent in 
favor of doing it again," he 
said. "I think it looks great 
for another one."

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County, Stanford extend paramedic coverage contract through June

STANFORD 

Ambulance service officials 
have agreed to a new con¬ 
tract that will provide 
advanced-life-support ambu¬ 
lance coverage across 
Lincoln County through 
June of 2014. 

The county-wide ambu¬ 
lance taxing district board 
voted unanimously Sept. 16 
to pay Stanford EMS 


$50,000 to provide the cov¬ 
erage until the end of the fis¬ 
cal year. That’s on top of the 
$20,000 the taxing district 
already agreed to pay 
Stanford EMS for advanced- 
life-support (ALS) services 
through mid-November, for 
a total of $70,000 for about 
320 days of coverage. 

ALS services are special 
medical procedures that can 
be performed by a trained 
paramedic, such as inserting 
a breathing tube. ALS para¬ 


medics are dispatched by 
911 when it’s believed a 
patient could be in need of 
an ALS procedure. 

Stanford EMS is the only 
active ambulance service in 
the county that currently 
offers 24/7 ALS paramedics. 

In order to afford the 
$70,000 price tag, ambu¬ 
lance taxing district board 
Chairman Jerry Shelton said 
the taxing district will be 
cutting how much funding 
they give the county’s indi¬ 


vidual ambulance services. 

But multiple ambulance 
service officials agreed the 
amount it will cost ambu¬ 
lance services in taxing dis¬ 
trict allocations — around 
$11,000 or $12,000 each 
annually — is far less than 
what it would cost each serv¬ 
ice to receive ALS service 
independently. 

Stanford EMS had been 
the county’s main provider 
for ALS services for many 
years, receiving $25,000 


annually in recent years to 
send its ALS paramedics to 
911 calls being handled by 
Lincoln County’s other 
basic-life-support (BLS) 
ambulance services. 

But that annual contract 
was not renewed in July, 
after Stanford EMS request¬ 
ed an additional $55,000 to 
continue providing the serv¬ 
ice and the taxing district 
refused. 

For 45 days, there was no 
ALS contract and Stanford 


began billing the other 
ambulance services when 
ALS service was needed. 
East End Ambulance repre¬ 
sentative Larry Owsley said 
in that 45-day period, his 
ambulance service wound up 
with more than $7,000 in 
bills from Stanford EMS for 
ALS service. 

Losing $12,000 a year is a 
far smaller loss than if 
Stanford EMS continued to 
bill each service individual¬ 
ly, Owsley noted.

State Auditor releases audit of sheriff's financial statement 


State Auditor Adam 
Edelen released the audit 
of the 2012 financial state¬ 
ment of Lincoln County 
Sheriff Curt Folger. State 
law requires the auditor to 
annually audit the 
accounts of each county 
sheriff. In compliance 
with this law, the auditor 
issues two sheriff’s 
reports each year: one 
reporting on the audit of 
the sheriff’s tax account 
and the other reporting on 
the audit of the fee 
account used to operate 
the office. 

Recent changes in audit¬ 
ing standards require the 
auditor’s letters to com¬ 


municate whether the 
financial statement pres¬ 
ents fairly the revenues, 
expenditures and excess 
fees of the Lincoln County 
Sheriff in accordance with 
generally accepted 

accounting principles in 
the United States. The 
report found that the 
financial statement of the 
Sheriff did not follow this 
format; however, the 
Sheriff’s financial state¬ 
ment is fairly presented in 
conformity with the regu¬ 
latory basis of accounting, 
which is an acceptable 
reporting methodology. 

As part of the audit 
process, the auditor must 


comment on non-compli¬ 
ance with laws, regula¬ 
tions, contracts and grants. 
The auditor must also 
comment on material 
weaknesses involving the 
internal control over 
financial operations and 
reporting. 

The audit contains the 
following comment: 

The Sheriff should 
ensure deputies working 
more than an average of 
100 hour monthly receive 
retirement benefits. 

During the CY 12 audit, 
the auditor requested pay¬ 
roll records to review 
proper payment of retire¬ 
ment. Retirement was not

setting close to her childhood 
home in Danville. 

"I think I was just so 
impressed by the sense of com¬ 
munity and the character,” she 
said. "The importance of having 
that kind of community around 
you — I think that’s where it 
really started to percolate." 

Correll said she began think¬ 
ing about taking those ideas 
about community and putting 
them into book form about 10 
years ago. But as she began writ¬ 
ing, she said "I realized I had a 
lot to learn." 

She took classes and learned 
how to write fiction, and then 
around 2007, she began in 
earnest on her novel. 

"It's been a kind of long road," 
she said. "I think I'm glad in the 
beginning, I didn't know how 
hard it would be.

Correll is known locally for 
her investing millions along with 
her husband, Jess, in restoring 
and renovating historical build¬ 
ings in Lincoln County and 
around central Kentucky.

Correll said she enjoyed writ¬ 
ing the lighter, humorous 
moments in the book when she's 
writing from the perspective of a 
"70-something-year-old" woman 
who is widowed and opinionated. 


"She has some funny observa¬ 
tions on life.

Nuisance board having positive effects, officials say

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thought we might have a shot." 

Many drive-ins across the country are 
facing a dilemma similar to Pike's, as 
movie distribution companies make it 
harder and harder to get 3 5-millimeter film 
reels for new releases. 

Stanford Drive-In still operates on 
decades-old film projectors that between 
them have shown nearly 100,000 hours of 
moving pictures. 

A new digital projector for a drive-in¬ 
sized screen can cost $75,000-$80,000 — a 
price Pike said she's unsure she can afford 
to cover with her income from the drive-in. 

Project Drive-In gave away a total of 9 
digital projectors, in an effort to prevent 
drive-in theaters from becoming extinct. 

Drive-ins in Tennessee, Missouri, South 
Carolina, Florida, Maine, Michigan, Texas, 
Illinois and Oregon claimed those projec¬ 
tors by gathering the most text-message 
and online votes from their fans, according 
to Honda. 

It's possible that Stanford Drive-In will 
begin selling advertisements on its big 
screen or start a donation campaign in 
order to purchase a digital projector, but 
the future of the business is in jeopardy, 
Pike said. 

"At this time, I really don't know what 
I'm going to do," she said. 

Pike said she's grateful to everyone who 
showed support for the theater and voted in 
Honda's competition.

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and lodged in the Lincoln County Regional 
Jail, where he is currently being held on a 
$50,000 cash bond. 

Lincoln Sheriff Curt Folger said Deputy 
Sim Thacker responded to a call of a shoot¬ 
ing incident in Waynesburg on Sept. 15, dur¬ 
ing which Christina Baker and Scott 
Sizemore said Showalter was on a four- 
wheeler and hiding in a fence row when he 
fired upon them as they were driving 
through a soybean field. 

A bullet that appears to be a .22-caliber 
round was recovered from the truck, and 
Showalter voluntarily handed over a .22-cal¬ 
iber rifle to authorities, Folger said. The bul¬ 
let and the rifle will be turned over to 
Kentucky State Police for ballistics testing, 
Folger said. 

The case remains under investigation. 
Folger said Showalter claims he wasn’t 
involved in the shooting, and it remains 
unclear what transpired on Sept. 15. 

“He says he wasn’t there. He’s denying 
any involvement,” the sheriff said. “There’s 
a whole lot about this case that’s not making 
sense. Lots of different tales are being told. 
There are some statements made that don’t 
really add up.” 

Lincoln County Attorney Daryl Day said 
Baker and Sizemore flagged him down in 
Stanford and showed him two bullet holes 
that had shattered the windshield of their 
truck. The couple filed a criminal complaint, 
in which they clearly identified Showalter — 
who was formerly married to Baker’s moth¬ 
er — as the shooter, Day said. 

The complaint led to the warrant for 
Showalter’s arrest on a charge of attempted 
murder. 

“If you shoot out someone’s windshield, 
you’re not intending to scare them, you’re 
attempting to kill them or harm them,” Day 
said. “It all might change as it goes through 
the courts and gets to the grand jury, I don’t 
know, but that’s the basis for the charge.”

STANFORD — Lincoln officials are 
pleased with recent progress made by the 
county nuisance board in getting messy 
properties cleaned up. 

County Nuisance Officer Chris 
Thomason said Lincoln had a long backlog 
of cases a year and a half ago when he took 
his position. 

"We probably had at least 40 when I 
came in that had been lingering," he said. 

But as of Tuesday, Thomason said he and 
the nuisance board have resolved around 
60 cases and have about 25 more in the 
process of being resolved. There are no 
cases "lingering" any longer, something 
Thomason attributed to having a consis¬ 
tently executed process for handling nui¬ 
sance complaints. 

"Now we have a constant way of investi¬ 
gating the complaints and following 
through on them," he said. "I think the way 
it is is working perfectly." 

The way the county nuisance ordinance 
works, when someone thinks their neigh¬ 
bor's yard violates the ordinance, they can 
submit a complaint to Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams office. 

Thomason stops by Adams' office once a 
month to pick up new complaints. He then 
takes photos of the properties in question 
and gets ownership information from the 
property valuation administrator's office. 

Thomason presents photos and info on 
each property to the nuisance board, which 
votes on whether the property violates the 


nuisance ordinance or not. 

County Attorney Daryl Day said the nui¬ 
sance board doesn't approve every case 
brought before it. Adams said the board 
has been very good about rejecting com¬ 
plaints that are really just "neighbors feud¬ 
ing." 

If the board, using the nuisance ordi¬ 
nance criteria, votes that a property is in 
violation, Thomason will write the owner a 
registered letter, giving him or her 30 days 
to clean up the property. 

After those 30 days, Thomason goes 
back, takes new photos, and then presents 
those to the board, which votes on whether 
the property has been successfully cleaned 
up. 

If the property is still unacceptable, a 
criminal complaint will be filed against the 
owner and he or she will receive a sum¬ 
mons. Potential penalties for violation of 
the ordinance include fees and even jail 
time, but Thomason said it's never come to 
that yet. 

While he's filed several criminal com¬ 
plaints, the process has never had to go fur¬ 
ther than that because the owners realize 
cleaning up is "the easier of the two 
options," he said. 

Day said the current nuisance-handling 
process has been successful in part because 
it hasn't been putting anyone in jail. He 
said he likes that it's cleaning up Lincoln 
County properties without having to go to 
that extreme. 

Adams said he also thinks the current 
process has been successful, and while the 
criminal enforcement side of things hasn't 


been used yet, it's a good thing it's there as 
an option. 

"It puts some teeth into the ordinance 
and lets people know that they can be taken 
to court," he said. 

What defines a "nuisance?" 

Thomason said many of the nuisance 
complaints that the board votes to enforce 
involve yards filled with "clutter, junk, fur¬ 
niture (or) piled-up trash." 

The board also deals with a lot of com¬ 
plaints about overly-tall grass. Grass taller 
than 12 inches is a violation of the ordi¬ 
nance. 

Having more than three "junk cars" visi¬ 
ble on a property is also a violation of the 
ordinance, Thomason said. 

Thomason said part of the effectiveness 
of the current process is that the "doesn't 
nit-pick people." 

"We don't go to properties and say, 'you 
can keep this item but you can't keep this 
item,"' he said. "We just give general 
advice." 

Thomason said some people are nervous 
about filing a complaint against their 
neighbors, but the nuisance board does 
attempt to keep its complaints confidential. 

People who have filed complaints have 
given a lot of positive feedback so far, after 
their neighbors' properties are cleaned up, 
Thomason said. 

"It just makes the county look better. It's 
about beautification," Thomason said. "It's 
about quality of life; it's about taking pride 
in Lincoln County."

Lincoln County schools 
were placed on a "modified 
lock-down," where all out¬ 
side activities were can¬ 
celled. 

By early afternoon, the 
lock-downs had been lifted, 
but the shooter had not been 


found. 

Friday night, the Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms contacted Danville 
police, Gray said, offering a 
$10,000 reward to anyone 
with information leading to 
an arrest and conviction in 
the triple murder. 

Divine said he wasn't sure 
why ATF would get involved 
in the case, as the store no 


longer dealt in firearms. 

Although a sign in front of 
the business identified it as a 
pawn shop, Divine said that 
was a misnomer. 

Since he and the 
Hockensmiths purchased the 
store, they were striving to 
get away from that type of 
business but hadn’t had the 
money to remove the sign. 

He described the business 


as more of a “thrift store,” 
explaining that it sold most¬ 
ly video games and con¬ 
soles, other electronics, gold 
and a little jewelry, although 
jewelry pieces were not big 
sellers for the store. 

Hundreds of people gath¬ 
ered Sunday night in 
Danville for a prayer vigil in 
the wake of the murders, 
coming together to remem¬ 
ber the three victims. 

“We wanted to pray for 
the children,” said 6-year- 
old Alex Owens of Junction 
City, who attended the vigil 
with his mother, Becky 
Cook. Alex attends Junction 
City Elementary School and 
said he was scared during 
the lockdown on Friday as 
authorities searched the 
community for the gunman. 

Others spoke of the cou¬ 
ple’s kindness and willing¬ 
ness to help out anyone. 
Mary Burgess and David 
Poling said they had been 
the recipients of Mike 
Hockensmith’s kindness one 
day at the store. 

“We were pretty tight for 
money one week,” said 
Poling, explaining that 
Burgess took a $10 VCR to 
the store and Hockensmith 
gave her $30 for it so she 


would be able to buy 
insulin. 

That was the first time the 
couple met Hockensmith. 

“He was just amazing. He 
was a good guy. You could 
tell that he loved God. You 
could tell that he would do 
anything for anyone,” 
Burgess said, tearing up. 

Family members of the 
Hockensmiths attended the 
event and said the deaths 
had hit the family “pretty 
hard.” 

“They were incredible 
people,” said Ariana 
Carpenter, a cousin of 
Angela Hockensmith. 
Carpenter said the family is 
“in shock.” 

Visitation for Mike and 
Angela Hockensmith was 
held at Southern Oaks 
Funeral Home in Somerset 
Tuesday. A funeral for the 
couple was 1 p.m. 
Wednesday at the funeral 
home. 

In lieu of flowers, the 
family requests that expres¬ 
sions of sympathy be made 
to the Michael and Angela 
Hockensmith Memorial 
Fund at any location of PNC 
Bank.

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Lincoln property 
values drop by 
$4.2 million 

Real estate losses could 
continue for 2 more years

STANFORD — Total real 
estate value in Lincoln 
County dropped by about 
$4.2 million this year, more 
than doubling the real estate 
value loss suffered in 2012, 
according to Property 
Valuation Administrator 
David Gambrel. 

Last year was the first time 
in decades that total real 
estate value in the county 
went down instead of up, 
dropping by approximately 
$4 million. 

Combined with the net 
losses this year, Lincoln 
County has lost $8.2 million 
in real estate value over two 
years. 

Real estate values in 
Lincoln County are assessed 
by Gambrel, who assesses 
every piece of land in the 
county every four years. 

The lost value this year 
and last is due largely to 
unoccupied, un-cared-for 
houses that have been repos¬ 
sessed or abandoned and left 
vacant for months, some¬ 
times years, Gambrel said. 

As the houses sit and dete¬ 
riorate, their value plum¬ 
mets. In some cases, houses 
can lose half or even two- 
thirds of their value if they’re 
allowed to get in bad enough 
shape. 

Dropping values mean 
taxing districts that rely on 
property tax income could 
potentially have to raise their 
tax rates just to bring in the 
same amount of revenue and 
continue existing programs. 

Taxing districts that imple¬ 
mented higher tax rates this 
year in order to bring in 
approximately the same 
amount of revenue were the 
Lincoln County Fiscal 
Court, the Lincoln County 
Public Library and the 
Lincoln County Ambulance 
Board. 

Gambrel said the fiscal 
court’s rising tax rate is a 
good example of what hap¬ 
pens when real estate values 
drop. 

Since 2011, the fiscal 
court’s real estate tax rate has 
risen from 9.2 cents per $100 
of value to 9.6 cents. But the 
fiscal court has only been 
taking the compensating rate 
in order to keep its revenues 
the same. 

”If you have a $100,000 
house, your (fiscal court) 


taxes have gone up $40’’ 
since 2011, he said. ’’You’re 
paying $40 more in taxes to 
the county than you were 
two years ago, simply 
because of all the abandoned 
properties.” 

Gambrel said it’s possible 
Lincoln County will see total 
real estate value continue to 
drop for two more years, but 
it may not fall as much as it 
has this year and last. 

"I'm suspecting that it may 
not be as bad," he said. "I 
think we’re starting to see the 
light at the end of the tunnel. 
But we’re not there yet.” 

Gambrel assessed proper¬ 
ties in the Stanford and Crab 
Orchard areas this year. Next 
year, he is assessing proper¬ 
ties on the west side of the 
county, which he said has 
been one of the fastest- 
developing areas in the 
county over the last 10 years. 

While the western area 
might not be hit as hard, 
Gambrel said he has been 
doing some reassessments 
ahead of schedule when 
properties sell for signifi¬ 
cantly less than they were 
last appraised for. Some of 
those less-valuable proper¬ 
ties have been located in the 
western corner he will be 
assessing. 

Even if assessments 
improve significantly, 
Gambrel said Lincoln 
County is a long way off 
from the days prior to the 
2008 collapse, when real 
estate values were growing 
by double-digit millions 
every year. 

One bright spot that has 
the potential to mute the 
impact of lost real estate 
value is rising personal prop¬ 
erty values. 

Personal property, also 
known as tangible property, 
is generally business equip¬ 
ment, machinery and furni¬ 
ture. Businesses report the 
value of their personal prop¬ 
erty every year. 

This year, the total report¬ 
ed value of personal proper¬ 
ty in Lincoln County jumped 
from $32.7 million to $36.7 
million. 

Gambrel said that increase 
will potentially help mitigate 
the lost revenue from drop¬ 
ping real estate value. It also 
could mean businesses are 
finally bouncing back. 

“I see that as a very big 
positive,” he said. “That’s an 
encouraging sign in all this.” 


PVA: accountability lacking 
when taxing districts set rates

STANFORD — Kentucky 
taxing districts have seen 
increased accountability and 
scrutiny of their spending 
practices following state 
Auditor Adam Edelen’s 
effort to shed light on what 
he described as a largely 
unmonitored, unaccountable 
“shadow government.” 

But there’s still a systemic 
lack of accountability at the 
other end of the beast, when 
taxing districts set their 
annual property tax rates, 
said David Gambrel, Lincoln 
County’s property valuation 
administrator. 

“There is no one policing 
— are the correct tax rates 
being set? Are they being 
done in a timely fashion, 


according to the law? 
Gambrel said. “There’s no 
one policing that.” 

In recent years, Lincoln 
County’s taxing districts 
have largely been in compli¬ 
ance with state laws regard¬ 
ing how soon they have to 
set their property tax rates 
and what procedures must be 
followed to set those rates 
legally, Gambrel said. 

But there’s still apparently 
no one out there enforcing 
the regulations for when 
someone does violate them, 
he added. 

“It’s not an indictment on 
anyone,” he said. “There just 
needs to be some attention 
given to how rates are set.” 

While school boards have 
help in setting their rates 
legally from the state 
Department of Education

and county fiscal courts get 
assistance from the 

Department of Local 
Government, Gambrel said 
fire protection boards and 
city governments have no 
one overseeing their rates 
and making sure things are 
in-line with the law. 

As a result, those kinds of 
taxing districts struggle 
more to set their rates appro¬ 
priately, he said. 

Potential errors that might 
violate the law include fail¬ 
ing to hold a public hearing 
prior to a vote on a tax 
increase; and incorrectly cal¬ 


culating a new rate when a 
district is setting a tax rate 
designed to bring in a “4- 
percent” revenue increase. 

Taxing districts are also 
required to submit their new 
rates within 45 days after the 
year’s tax rolls are certified 
or else they can’t set a rate 
that brings in additional rev¬ 
enue. That’s not a law that’s 
always been followed, 
Gambrel said. 

“Essentially, any time a 
district exceeds the 45-day 
deadline but still takes a 4- 
percent increase, those tax¬ 
payers are being over¬ 


charged,” he said. 

Gambrel said it may fall to 
the state attorney general to 
enforce the law if a taxing 
district commits an error, but 
he noted the real problem is 
a lack of accountability to 
begin with. 

“There’s no one really at 
fault here,” he said. “If you 
pass a state trooper doing 90 
and the state trooper just 
waves at you, who’s at 
fault?” 

Gambrel was complimen¬ 
tary of current officials run¬ 
ning Lincoln County’s tax¬ 
ing districts, noting none are

out-of-compliance this year 
and some are very “profes¬ 
sional” in getting their tax 
rates done properly every 
year. 

But he said he still feels 
there needs to be accounta¬ 
bility in place for taxing dis¬ 
tricts when they set their 
rates, just as there is now for 
expenditures. 

“I applaud Adam Edelen 
for the accountability for the 
special taxing districts,” he 
said. “But there is essentially 
accountability on one end 
but no accountability on the 
other.”

or future. So we just refo¬ 
cused them and said, ‘Listen, 
it’s time to make plays, and 
forget about what happened 
but learn from it,” and I think 
our kids listened to that.” 

Things were going Casey’s 
way for much of the first 


half, even though the host 
Rebels trailed by one point at 
halftime. After halftime, 
however, Lincoln (3-2) made 
most of the big plays and 
controlled the ball for most 
of the final two periods to 
win its third straight game 
and improve to 13-0 all-time 
against Casey (0-4). 

“The adjustments were 
just the mentality in the sec¬ 
ond half, to play more 
aggressively,” Settles said. 
“We did make a few adjust¬ 
ments, and I think our coach¬ 
es did a good job at halftime 
and our kids executed, but it 
was just a mindset that we 
had to get our kids to play 
with, and they responded. 
And I’m proud of our kids 
because they do respond 
when we challenge them, 
and they did tonight, and that 
was proven in the second 
half.” 

Lincoln quarterback-line¬ 
backer Dalton Godbey said 
the Patriots were ready to 
rise to their coach’s chal¬ 
lenge. 

“We didn’t play good in 
the first half, and we came in 
at halftime and our coach 
challenged us. He said, ‘Hey, 
this staff is backing you 110 
percent, and we need you to 
do the work for us now,’ and 
we just accepted that chal¬ 
lenge and came out in the 
second half fired up and 
ready to play,” Godbey said.

Lincoln dominated the 
second half in seemingly 
every way, outscoring Casey 
21-0 and outgaining the 
Rebels 260 yards to just 6. 
Casey ran only 10 plays on 
offense and had the ball for 
only 4 minutes, 16 seconds. 

“That means we controlled 
the ball offensively, and 
that’s what we’re capable of 
doing. ... That limits the 
amount of times they can 
score,” Settles said. 

The Patriots scored 80 sec¬ 
onds into the third quarter on 
a 31-yard run by Marvin 
Robinson after Matthew 
Taylor recovered a pooch 
kick on the opening kickoff 
of the second half. 

Shortly after the teams 
traded interceptions — 
Connor Patterson had one for 
Lincoln, Breece Hayes for 
Casey — the Patriots drove 
73 yards in eight plays to 
take a 28-13 lead. Casey 
Roberts got free and got to 
the Casey 1-yard line after 
catching a short pass from 
Godbey, who took over at 
quarterback on that series, 
and T.J. Torres ran into the 
end zone on their next play. 

Soon after Torres’ touch¬ 
down and an 80-yard kickoff 
return by Mico Randall, 


Lincoln lineman Andrew 
Wilks forced a fumble by 
Casey quarterback Luke 
Patterson and Nathan 
Hooper recovered for the 
Patriots at their own 15. 

By then the Patriots were 
controlling the line of scrim¬ 
mage, and they chewed up 
8:47 in a 16-play drive 
before scoring on a 16-yard 
pass from Godbey to 
Roberts. 

Godbey completed all 
seven of his passes in the 
second half for 106 yards in 
relief of Justin Hubble, who 
went 4 for 6 for 43 yards, and 
Torres rushed for 48 yards in 
the final 16 1/2 minutes in 
relief of Robinson, who ran 
for 130 yards and two touch¬ 
downs before an ankle injury 
ended his night. Trevor 
Gaines had five catches and 
Roberts caught four passes 
for the Patriots. 

Casey didn’t run more than 
two consecutive plays in the 
second half until after 
Lincoln had done all its scor¬ 
ing. 

The Rebels scored on their 
first series four plays after 
Randall recovered a fumble 
near midfield, taking a 7-0 
lead on a 32-yard run by 
Colin Miller, who finished 


with 78 yards on 10 carries. 
Lincoln tied the game half a 
minute later on a 34-yard run 
by Robinson. 

The Patriots took a 14-10 
lead midway through the sec¬ 
ond quarter on a 16-yard 
touchdown run by Connor 
Patterson, but Casey cut into 
that lead after Lincoln’s sec¬ 
ond turnover, a fumble that 
was recovered by the Rebels’ 
Ranee Carman. 

Luke Patterson, who 
kicked a 21-yard field goal 
for Casey early in the second 
quarter, made a 40-yard 
attempt with distance to 
spare on the final play of the 
first half to make it 14-13. 

“I respect them, but I think 
we just came in here looking 
at the record and thought we 
were just going to roll over 
them, and you don’t win 
football games on paper,” 


Godbey said. “In the second 
half we just had to get that 
out of our minds and win the 
game.” 

Godbey said that’s another 
mistake the Patriots will try 
to learn from as they ride 
their wave of momentum 
into district play. 

“We’re feeling pretty good 
going into next week starting 
district play, but we can’t get 
complacent,” he said. “Us as 
leaders and captains, we 
have to try to keep the team’s 
head on straight going into 
next week, thinking, ‘Hey, 
we’ve got to come out and do 
what we’ve done these past 
three weeks and win a ball- 
game. We can’t get big-head¬ 
ed and think were going to 
come in here and steamroll.’ 
You see what happened 
tonight when we thought 
that.”

Beef and forage tips 


Consider a Controlled 
Calving Season: 

Beef producers are 
always on the lookout for 
ways to improve the prof¬ 
itability of their opera¬ 
tions. Sometimes simple 
solutions are the best ones. 
For example, controlling 
the length of the calving 
season is a simple, funda¬ 
mental practice that pro¬ 
ducers often overlook. 

Having uniform calves 
is a primary advantage of a 
controlled calving system. 
Research shows that pro¬ 
ducers with a greater num¬ 
ber of uniform calves can 
receive significantly high¬ 
er prices at auction time 
because they can sell more 
calves together. 

Producers with small 
herds often have the most 
to gain from controlling 
calving season. In a 
research study, producers 
gained five dollars per 
hundredweight for weaned 
steers on a 15-head lot, 
compared to selling one 
head at a time. Having 
more uniform sized calves 
to sell together is one of 
the big reasons for a con¬ 
trolled calving season and 
thus the ability to wean all 
calves at the same time. 

Most Kentucky produc¬ 
ers who use a calving sea¬ 
son set it at 60 days. 
Producers can realize 
some important benefits 
from a short calving sea¬ 
son. 

Health and management 
of the herd is the most 


noticeable benefit. Since, 
the entire herd is in a simi¬ 
lar stage of gestation, pro¬ 
ducers can tailor nutrition 
and health programs to 
better meet the herd’s 
needs. Another advantage 
is the ability to identify 
and deal with calving 
problems. 

Since the calving season 
is concentrated, producers 
can observe problem births 
and intervene in a timely 
fashion. Controlling the 
calving season makes it 
easier to work with this 
year’s calf crop because 
you’re working with ani¬ 
mals that are the same age. 
Thus, you can give all 
calves vaccinations, de- 
worming and other treat¬ 
ments at the same time. 

Separating bulls from 
the cow herd at the appro¬ 
priate time is an effective, 
simple way to control the 
calving season and thus 
increase the profitability of 
your beef cattle operation. 
Using a breeding synchro¬ 
nization program can real¬ 
ly be an easy way to tight¬ 
en your calving season. 
You can do this for $l-$5 
per cow. That will be 
money spent very well. 

Evaluate Alfalfa Fields 
this Fall For Productive 
Stands next Spring 

Fall is a good time to 
evaluate alfalfa stands so 
you can develop strategies 
to maintain productivity. If 
you wait until spring to 
check stand thickness and 


health, it’s too late to take 
corrective actions. 

Checking stands this fall 
gives you time to evaluate 
and carry out options to 
help thin stands reach their 
production potential next 
spring. 

To produce maximum 
hay yields, a stand should 
have two to three healthy 
plants per square foot. 
Stem density indicates 
stand health. To produce 
optimum yields, the stand 
should have at least 30 to 
40 stems per square foot. 

Overseeding with red 
clover is one way you can 
improve thin stands. You 
still have time to no-till in 
seed or disc and broadcast 
now or you can overseed 
with red clover in 
February, allowing freez¬ 
ing or thawing to work 
seed into the soil. This will 
give you a couple more 
years for those thin fields. 
Drilling alfalfa into an 
existing stand is a ’’non- 
remedy” for thin stands. 
Research shows that pres¬ 
ence of old alfalfa plants 
inhibits new seedlings and 
prevents any benefit from 
drilling alfalfa into old 
stands of alfalfa. 

Another option to con¬ 
sider for a thin field is to 
drill wheat in the field in 
October to harvest off in 
the spring, then follow 
with a summer annual 
grass, followed by wheat 
again, then making a new 
seeding of alfalfa that fol¬ 
lowing spring.

State Auditor releases audit for County Clerk 


State Auditor Adam 
Edelen released the audit of 
the 2012 financial statement 
of Lincoln County Clerk 
George O. Spoonamore, IV. 
State law requires the auditor 
to conduct annual audits of 
county clerks and sheriffs. 

Recent changes in audit¬ 
ing standards require the 
auditor’s letter to communi¬ 
cate whether the financial 


statement presents fairly the 
revenues, expenditures and 
excess fees of the Lincoln 
County Clerk in accordance 
with generally accepted 
accounting principles in the 
United States. The report 
found that the financial state¬ 
ment of the Clerk did not fol¬ 
low this format; however, 
the Clerk’s financial state¬ 
ment is fairly presented in 


conformity with the regula¬ 
tory basis of accounting, 
which is an acceptable 
reporting methodology. 

The auditor noted no 
instances of noncompliance. 
The auditor also noted no 
matters involving internal 
control over financial report¬ 
ing and its operation that 
were considered to be mate¬ 
rial weaknesses.

Taylor wins Distinguished Young Woman title

STANFORD - Hours before 
the Distinguished Young 
Women program, Maggie 
Taylor worried she would for¬ 
get her self expression routine, 
flub her talent presentation and 
stumble in fitness. 

“Oh, I was extremely nerv¬ 
ous. I was freaking out,” the 
Lincoln County High School 
senior said. “I probably played 
my talent three times before I 
came out on stage.” 

Despite her fears, Taylor was 
right on cue when it counted. 
Her self expression, talent and 
fitness performances scored her 
points with the judges, enough 
to earn her the 2014 Lincoln 
County Distinguished Young 
Woman (DYW) title Saturday 
evening in the Stuart 
Underwood Auditorium. 

Taylor, the daughter of Mike 
and Margaret Taylor of 
Stanford, was chosen out of a 
field of 12 LCHS senior girls, 
ending weeks and weeks of 
grueling preparation for the 
scholarship program. 

“It crossed my mind that I 
could win when I decided to 
enter, but then I saw all the girls 
that were doing it and they 
were amazing at what they 
did,” Taylor said. “Everybody 
was so well-rounded. Tmly, it 
was up in the air in my mind as 
to who was going to win.” 

The DYW title merited the 
17-year-old brunette a $4,000 
cash scholarship. As a winner 
in the self expression, talent 
and fitness preliminaries, 
Taylor received an additional 
$900 in cash scholarships, with 
$400 awarded for her winning 
piano performance of Scott 
Joplin’s “Maple Leaf Rag” in 
talent and $250 presented for 
both the self expression and fit¬ 
ness wins. 

Even after picking up the pre¬ 
liminary wins, Taylor was not 
100 percent certain her name 
would be called as the winner 
was announced. 

“I felt a little bit of a lift after 
each girl (runner-up) was called 
but then I looked at all the girls 
beside me, and I thought it 
could be any one of them,” she 
said. 

But it was Taylor who was 
called to center stage to receive 
her DYW medallion, roses and 
silver tray from 2013 
Distinguished Young Woman 
Taylor Faulkner. 

“This was a lot of frm. I was 
nervous before the program 
started, but once we got going 
the nerves started to go away 
more and more,” Taylor said. “I 
was so glad during self expres¬ 
sion that I didn’t mess up my 
question. My talent had a few 
little things but I kept going, so 
I was happy with how I did.” 

As the new DYW winner, 
Taylor will now represent 
Lincoln County at the state pro¬ 
gram in Lexington in January. 

“It’s nerve-racking to think 
about (state) but I’m really 
looking forward to it,” she said. 
“I’m so glad I did this (DYW). 
I would advise it for eveiy 
young girl coming to be a sen¬ 
ior. It’s so much fun the friends 
you make. I’ve made friends 
with so many people I wasn’t 
close to before and now I dear¬ 
ly love them.” 

Taylor got to share the spot¬ 
light with her lifelong friend, 
Gentry Lewis, who was named 
the first runner-up in the DYW 
program. 

“I was pulling for her,” Taylor 
said. “I was hoping it was down 
to us two because me and her 
are such close friends and 
we’ve worked so hard on this. 
We’ve practiced in the gym 
together in front of the little 
mirror and videoed ourselves. I 
was so happy for her winning 
first runner-up.” 

Each of the Distinguished 
Young Women candidates was 
judged in five categories. Prior 
to the program, each girl was 
judged on a 10-minute person¬ 
al interview and their scholastic 
achievement. The interview 
accounted for 25 percent of the 
girl’s total score while the 
scholastic represented 20 per¬ 
cent. The remaining 55 percent 


was determined on stage with 
talent representing 25 percent 
and fitness and self-expression, 
15 percent each. 

Lewis, the daughter of Charlie 
and Jill Lewis, received a 
$3,000 cash scholarship as run¬ 
ner-up, bringing her total for 
the night to $5,300. Lewis 
swept all of the preliminaries, 
earning an additional $1,000 
cash scholarship as the overall 
scholastic achievement winner, 
a $400 scholarship in both tal¬ 
ent and judges interview and a 
$250 scholarship in both fitness 
and self expression. Lewis’ tal¬ 
ent presentation was a tap 
dance to “Little Bitty Pretty 
One.” 

Second runner-up Shelby 
Morgan also cleaned up in 
awards during the annual pro¬ 
gram. Morgan, the daughter of 
Shane and Tina Morgan, col¬ 
lected a $2,000 cash scholar¬ 
ship as second runner-up, then 
earned an additional $1,300 in 
scholarships for preliminary 
wins in talent, judges interview 
and self expression and as a co¬ 
winner of the Spirit Award. The 
talent and interview wins were 
worth $400 apiece and the self 
expression and Spirit Award 
were an additional $250 each. 
For Morgan’s talent, she pre¬ 
sented a song and dance routine 
to “Don’t Rain on My Parade.” 

Maddie Adams, the daughter 
of Mary and David Adams, 
was named as the third runner- 
up, earning herself a $1,000 
cash scholarship. Adams also 
stood out in the judges inter¬ 
view and scholastic achieve¬ 
ment preliminaries, finishing as 
an interview winner and as a 
runner-up in scholastic 
achievement. She received a 
$400 cash scholarship in inter¬ 
view and $300 in scholastic 
achievement. 

A total of 20 winners and run¬ 
ners-up were named in prelim¬ 
inary competitions, with an 
overall winner and three run¬ 
ners-up named in scholastic 
achievement and four winners 
chosen in each of the other cat¬ 
egories. 

Brittany Simpson, the daugh¬ 
ter of Jennifer Simpson and 
Neal Simpson, won two of the 
preliminary categories. She 
emerged as one of the top scor¬ 
ers in the areas of talent, and fit¬ 
ness. She earned $400 for talent 
and $250 for fitness. For her 
talent, Simpson performed an 
acrobatic dance to “Beautiful, 
Beautiful.” 

Mallory Bridgman also won 
multiple preliminary awards in 
the program, receiving $400 as 
a judges interview winner and 
$300 as a scholastic achieve¬ 
ment runner-up. She is the 
daughter of David and Betty 
Bridgman. 

Annalise Fegan, Tarren Fisher 
and Alyssa Turner also were 
named as preliminary runners- 
up and winners. Fegan, the 
daughter of Charles and 
Dolores Fegan, received $350 
as the scholastic achievement 
first runner-up, Fisher, the 
daughter of Rick and Patachia 
Fisher, was awarded $250 as 
a self expression winner and 
Turner, the daughter of 
Jessica Towle and Craig 
Towle, received $250 as a fit¬ 
ness winner.

The remaining DYW candi¬ 
dates in the 2014 program 
were Dakota Roberts, daugh¬ 
ter of Misty Roberts and Steve 
Roberts, and Kendra Mullins, 
daughter of Kenny Mullins and 
Marsha and Mike Oney.
